Mulligan has held his place by 
virtue of a splendid game 
against the Wallabies, An excel 
Jent tacticlan and greot runner 
In mid-ficid, he has established 
a brilllant partnership for Cam- 
bridge with Phil Horrocks- 
Taylor, England's fly-half, But 
Mulligan ond Kyle, though ex- 
tremely competent together, do 
not blend quite so happily. 


Shrewd Tactics 


Treland’s meeting with Eng- 
land promises to produce really 
entertaining rugby, not only for 
those who delight In following 
the shrewd tactics, however 
many stoppages they may pro- 
duce, but also for those who 
thirst for dashing three-quarter 
movements. 

Both countries have backs 
‘who are dangerous in attack. 
to 
keep their three-quarters fed 
with the ball. 

My forecast: a narrow win 
for England.
